Reflections  by  Justin  Chan,  Cross  Country  and  Track  teammate  and  friend 

Momo  died  in  an  auto  accident  in  the  Sierra  Nevada  Mountains  on  July  28, 
2006.  She  was  eighteen. 

Although  Momo  is  gone,  her  legacy  lives  on  in  all  of  the  people  she 
knew  and  touched.  As  long  as  we  continue  to  live  with  the  vivacity  and 
kindness  of  Momo,  we  will  honor  her  memory.  However,  mourning  over  her 
death  is  the  last  thing  Momo  would  want.  Though  her  passing  serves  as  a 
chilling  reminder  that  life  isn't  fair,  we  must  celebrate  Momo's  life  instead  of 
focusing  on  her  tragedy. 

Although  Momo  lived  only  eighteen  years,  she  is  one  of  only  a  few 
eighteen-year-olds  who  lived  a  full  life.

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Reflections  by  Jeff  Gardiner,  Cross  Country  and  Track  coach  and  friend 

The  act  of  running  allowed  Momo  the  space  to  express  herself. 
"Momo  moment":  She  was  wearing  her  track  uniform  shorts — the  ones  she  was 
supposed  to  have  turned  in  at  the  end  of  the  track  season.  I  said  to  one  of  my 
fellow  coaches,  "That  takes  confidence  when  she  knows  her  coach  is  here."  I 
considered  saying  to  Momo,  'Welcome  to  the  camp  and  don't  forget  to  turn  in 
your  uniform  before  I  leave  tomorrow."  Rather  than  being  annoyed,  however,  I 
was  taken  by  how  proud  she  was  to  be  a  part  of  that  Lick  team,  impressed  that 
she  wanted  to  wear  her  team  shorts  to  the  first  gathering  of  the  runners  from 
schools  all  over  Northern  California.
